To the right, beneath the number 1, is the portion of Sirhan's 
jail quarters which contain his necessary sonitary fodlitise. In the foreground, 
immediately behind the security bars is a corridor in which Sirhon is permitted 
to exercise dally. Both ends of this corridor are enclosed. 

In commenting on the photograph, Pitchess stated: “The fadlltieB in which 
Sirhon B. Sirhon is housed ore typical of those focilitieB which ore, or have 
been provided for any other inmate who constitutes on extreme security hoaard."

C ongregational 
Terminates From 
United Church 

Sierra Madre Congrega¬ 
tional Church has, this 
week, terminated Its mem¬ 
bership in the United 
Church of Christ. The offi¬ 
cial letter of resignation was 
sent following .u.nanimous 
action of the executive 
council of the Sierra Madre 
Church, at its August meet¬ 
ing. ’The feeling expressed 
by the majority was that 
the historical tenets of Con¬ 
gregationalism can best be 
preserved and encouraged 
by maintaining greater 
autonomy in the local con¬ 
gregation. 

Originally a member of 
the Congregational Chris- 
tion Church, the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Congregational Church 
joined the United States of 
Christ in 1958 when that 
denomination was formed 
by the merger of the Con¬ 
gregational C h r i s t 1 a n 
Church and the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church. Last 
November, following a com¬ 
prehensive six month study 
of the pros and cons of Uni¬ 
ted Church of Christ mem¬ 
bership, the congregation 
voted, overwhelmingly, to 
authorize its board of trus¬ 
tees and executive coujicil 
to proceed with the neces¬ 
sary .steps to sever the 
church’s association with 
the United Church of Christ.

Interesting Winter? 

Classroom doors may now be swinging wide on a new 
school year in which the rough stuff is not restricted to 
the gridiron. 

According to a study conducted by the Lemburg Center 
at Brandeis University, endowed to research the causes 
of violence in American life, there will be widespread vio¬ 
lence this year in “schools ever 3 rwhere, both at the college 
and pre-college level.” 

Behind this ominous forecast is the growing record of 
recent campus turmoil. The number of all civil disorders 
involving schools is up from 17 percent last year to 44 
percent this year, and the national student association sajcs 
there were at least 221 major college campus demonstra¬ 
tions just in the first six months of 1968. 

NSA cited many political reasons lor the demonstra¬ 
tions. 

'Phe Lemburg Center attributed the unrest to students’ 
desire for excitement, specific grievances on education 
and facilities, and to “I'ising antagonism between white 
and black students.’' It laid no blame to breakdowns in 
parental responsibility, to any of the specifics of the age 
of permissiveness, or to deliberate political agitation. 

If still more violence is on the way. Dr. Grayson Kirk 
may have retreated unnecessarily from the presidency of co,untry replied" t o M r. in^”a "devious" charactr 
Columbia University.
